Washington, March 9.— President Cleve- 
land's first executive communication to the 
senate of the United States came this af - 
ternoon and proved to be a surprise not 
only to the republicans, but to many demo- 
crats as well. Mr. Cleveland withdrew 
the treaty with Hawaii, which was sent to 
the senate a few weeks ago by President 
Harrison. The message was short and to 
the point, the president simply requesting 
the senate to transmit to the executive the 
proposed treaty with Hawaii. The mes- 
sage was received without comment on the 
floor of the senate, although the republi- 
cans were prone to criticise the proceeding 
with considerable emphasis among  them- 
selves. Republican senators regard this aé- 
tion of the president as in line with the 
course pursued by Mr. Cleveland in with- 
drawing the Nicaragua treaty sent to the 
senate by President Arthur in the closing 
days of his administration. 

Democratic senators are divided in their 
views, some taking the ground that it shows 
Mr. Cleveland to be against annexation or 
American domination of any soil in the Ha- 
walian islands, while others hold that he 
will send in another treaty more to his 
liking. 

It is understood that the reason for the 
withdrawal of the treaty by President 
Cleveland ig because he ig opposed to the 
treaty in the present form. hether or not 
he will favor the making of another treaty, 
and whether it will be an annexation treaty 
or not, cannot be said on authority at this 
time, but a gentleman who has talked with 
the president on the subject said this after- 
noon that another treaty would be made.

GOLD FOR SILVER. 


It Ise Probable That the Large Exportations 
of Gold Will Hold Up for Awhile. 


Washington, March 9—The treasury 
today received gold at several points. In 
New York the gain made in gold war 
$100,000, while at New Orleans it received 
$20,000 in gold in exchange for a like 
umount in silver certificates, No intimation 
has yet been received that any gold will 
be exported on Saturday from New York, 
and at the present rate of exchange it is 
not thought that any will be taken out of the 
country. The treasury has now more than 
three million dollars in free gold,, and, in 
the usual condition of trade, this is likely 
to be increased rather than diminished. 

It is quite plainly intimated in the treasury 
department today that as between the is- 
sue of bonds and the use of a portion of 
the $100,000.,000 gold reserve if necessary 
to maintain the parity of gold and sflver, 
Secretary Carlisle will resort to the latter 
plan, but that he does not anticipate that 
the necessity will arise to do so.

Paris, March 9.—Interest in the Panama 
trial is increasing, and the greater cu- 
riosity is shown as to the coming develop- 
ments. It is reported that the frankness 
with which Charles de Lesseps told his 
story has caused surprise and some con- 
sternation in certain high circles, and that 
considerable anxiety has been felt in some 
quarters as to the subsequent testimony.

The curious part of ityis the spider isn’t dead. 
It isonly paralyzed embalmed, 80 to speak, 
with all its vital juices intact. The wasp's eges 
hatch out grubs in the course of time, and the 
grubs go right to work dining on the tarantula’s 
preserved meat. 

“When they have eaten it all they bore out of 
the spider's shell, dig their way to the surface and 


become wasps themselves, and start out for busi- 


ness on their own account, 

„This interesting wasp is something like a cou- 
ple of inches long when it’s of age, and has a 
stinger with close on toan inch.of plunge. This 
stinger is what you might calla non-forfeitable 


stinger, for it doesn’t yield itself up at a single 


plunge like a honey bee does its stinger, bu} is 
good for an all day job. 

“The Mexican wasp is the color of a bay horse, 
and they say down there that it will go ten miles 
out of its way to sting a man.

Attacking Legislative Integrity. 
The Springfield Republican, which 
stands as the representative of New Eng- 
land “upper thought,” makes a strange 


tive bodies of the union. It charges that 
such bodies no longer represent the 
people; that they are dishonest, and in- 
timates that the time may come when 
the making of laws will have to be sub- 
mitted to a vote of the whole people. 

The editorial is based upon the recent 
race-track legislation in New Jersey. 
After laying the weight of New England 
displeasure upon the back of the New 
Jersey legislature, the charge is widened 
so as to embrace New York, for “exhibi- 
tions of ignorance and venality,” and 
Conflecticut, where, possibly, only one 
member was free from bribery. 

It is a notable fact that the charges of 
corrupt legislation are confined to states 
which have had the advantages of New 
England “higher law” from their origin, 
and that not one southern ſegislature is 
mentioned. The tribute to the legislatures 
of the southern states is unwitting, but 
it is all the higher for that. Not only 
have these legislative bodies retained all 
the honor and integrity of the olden time, 
but they represent constituencies that 
could not be reached in the manner com- 
plained of in Massachusetts and neigh- 
boring states. 


The Pursuit of Office. 

The scenes being enacted just now in 
Washington, in the frantic endeavors to 
secure’ government office would be ludi- 
crous, were they not freighted with so 
many tragedies in private life. : 

On the outside, there are men who want 
to abandon lucrative callings for the al- 
lurement of representing the United 
States in some outlandish foreign country 
where life is really not worth living. The 
enthusiasm, of these budding patriots is 
refreshing. They are men who, in private 
life, have been of seryice to themselves 
and to their families. They became inter- 
ested in the campaign which led up to 
the presidential election, and, through 
some means, became impressed with the 
idea that they had a pull on the man who 
has the distribution of patronage for the 
next four years. After several months of 
fretting and fuming, they became specta- 
tors at the inaugural, and, when the 
great crowds had melted away, they re- 
mained behind to look after their inter- 
ests, and to prevent the president from 
making any such mistake as leaving their 
names off the official list. Some of them 
succeed in their aspirations, and start 
off with their gripsacks in great glee. In 
the meantime, some sharp fellow at home 
has been watching all this, and secures 
the new officeholder’s old place. Four 
years pass by, and the hopeful man of a 
sport time before returns to find that 
there is no place at home for him, and 
that he must begin at the bottom to work 
his way up again. 

Even while these men are thus harassing 
Mr. Cleveland not to forget their services, 
the other end of the picture is on exhibi- 
tion right in their midst. It requires no 
stretch of the imagination to fathom the 
despair with which thousands of the 
present incumbents in office listen to the 
talk about the men who are to succeed 
them. For four years they have been 
victims of the enervating influence which 
unfits an officeholder from being a suc- 
cess in civil life. Yet the ax is suspended 
over their heads, and they live in constant 
dread of its falling. Too late they find 
out that public office is as much a private 
burden as it is a public trust. 

Notwithstanding all this, there ‘are 
plenty of applicants for the one thousand 
offices which Georgia will have when she 
gets her just apportionment. 


Mr. Carlisle Speaks. 

In order to allay the multitude of 
senseless rumors invented by the steck- 
jobbers in and around Wall street, Secre- 
tary Carlisle yesterday authorized the 
announcement that he would exercise all 
the power and discretion vested in his 
office to uphold the credit of the govern-

He scouted the redeeming influences 
of the gospél, ascribing whatever of im- 
provement there was in the human race 
to purely natural influences. A man’s 
wickedness was as much his nature as 
his goodness. His grade in the human 
scale was simply the result of inheritance, 
which began at the anthropological point 
and developed to the highest type of 
manhood. Man at his-best, therefore, 
was nothing better than a splendid horse, 
whose history could be read through the 
list of his sires. 

The man, whether sage or churl, «who 
throws dside the only influence out of 
which has grown the highest type of 
human development, has lived to no good 
purpose. It is not a mere coincidence that 
these nations which are Christian are at 
the same time the highest in natural de- 
velopments. It may suit the views of 
certain self-satisfied naturalists to claim 
that man is only a magnificent beast, but 
the fact cannot be removed that his su- 
premacy is in proportion to his direct 
dependence upon God.

be formulated from these articles a system 
of principles that would be thoroughly effi- 
client to meet the requirements. In the at- 
tempt to discover right principles, the ad- 
vice and assistance of the now noted fire- 
proofing companies should not be neglected. 
The demand was no sooner created for a 
science of fire-proofing than it was immedi- 
ately met by the formation of eompanies for 
the very purpose of supplying it. The new 
industry, with experience as its teacher, has 
developed year by year, until at the present 
moment there is not a first-class architect or 
engineer in the country who will deny that 
an absolute fireproof building can be built, 
and at a reasonable cost. Yet fires of a most 
most disastrous character are constantly oc 
euring in buildings advertised by their owners 


as fireproof. It is not surprising, therefore, 


that a large element, probably a vast ma- 
jority of the entire community doubt the pos- 
sibility of constructing an absolute fireproof 
building. It is an incontrovertable fact that 
every fire which has taken place in a “fire 
proof” building has been due to the indis- 
criminate use of combustible material jn its 
construction; moreover, it may be tra- 
ted that fireproof material could have been 
substituted for the material burned at a cost 
not exceeding 20 per cent.

The Dx-Oabinet Member Promenaded the 
Union Depot Last Night~He Is 
Glad He Lost Moneyin Reading. 


With leisurely tread, the Hon. John 
W r, ex-postmaster general of the 
United States, paced up and down the plat- 
form of the union depot last night. His 
smooth shaven face, stockily built figure, 
keen eyes, firm stride.and thorough busi- 
ness air, denoted the man of affairs. His 
hair has turned a little grayer thin it was 
two years ago when he was here, a visit 
which he referred to with pleasant recol- 
lections and remarked that he had enjoyed 
very much. “Atlanta was so hospitable 
to us and made us feel that we Were among 
friends,” he observed. 

Mr. Wanamaker was on a trip to Mexi- 
co and to the Pacific slope. He was ac- 
companied by his wife and family, and a- 
few friends. They were traveling in a pri- 
vate car which came down on the second 
section of the Richmond and Danville ves- 
tibule. While waiting for the New Orleans 
train to be made up here, the gentlemen got 
out to stretch their legs and the ladies to 
study the beauties of the passenger shed. 

It was another case of great Caesar dead 
and turned to clay—not a solitary and for- 
lorn official or employe from the Atlanta 
postoflice was at the depot to welcome or 
condole, as the case might be, with their 
late chief.

When the meeting was called to order 
there were fully fifty members present, at 
least twice as many as attended the first 
annual meeting.

et headed by Mr. Humphreys Castleman, 
Lhe new ticket made things look as though 
there would be a split in the club, as the 
friends of Mr. Castleman were enthusias- 
tic for him, and were determined to elect 
him at any cost. In fact, matters began to 
take ou a squally appearance. A number 
of Mr. Castieman’s friends expressed the 
opinion that the $1,000 business explained, 
the new ticket would be withdrawn, and 
harmony would prevail. Others were less 
sanguine and attended the meeting expect- 
ing to witness a serious contention. 

But all were agreeably disappointed. 

The reports of the president and secretary 
were read and adopted unanimously. Be- 
fore any nominations could be made Mr, 
Castleman announced that he would not be 
a candidate for re-election, and would re- 
fuse under any circumstances to accept, 
even though it should be the club’s pleas- 
ure to elect him.

R. F. Maddox. 

This left only one ticket in the field 
which was elected as follows: 

President. R. J. Lowry: vice president. 
John W. Grant. 

Directors. A. E. Thornton, Henry In- 
man. Grant Wilkins, J. R. McKeldin and 
John F. „Ryan. Tire polls were kept open 
| from 4:2) o’clock un 5:30 o'clock. 

The chairman of the meeting was Mr. G. 
W. Parrott, who presided in a fair and en- 
pable manner. 

With a corps of efficient officers and 
springtime so near the club will begin to in- 
crease its membership and take on a gen- 
uine boom. The advantages of a member- 
ship in the Piedmont; Driving Club are 
many, and must be enjoyed to be appre- 
ciated. 

While heretofore the number of members 
—active members—has been large, it will 
be augmented rapidly, and with none but 
excellent people.
